When an American who has never 
been in Russia before goes to Pet- 
rograd, Moscow and the cities of 
which he has heard, and then travels 
on to a score of others, fine modern 
and metropolitan places whose names 
he hardly remembers, he is almost 
certain to begin wondering how we 
in this country came to have so much 
groresiue general information about 

ussia, The empire is now right 
within the doorstep of what in time 
will work out to be an enormous on- 
ward movement in industry, coim- 
merce and wealth, and a more uni- 
versal diffusion of education and cul- 
tute, but it is evident that inuch more 
of all this than we knew was already 
in existence, 

You see anything but a benighted 
backward people. The streets o 
Petrograd are as up-to-date as the 


streets of Chicago. There are 
shops, and stores, and office build- 
ings. The men are as much in a 


hurry, the people are as well dress- 
ed (although with a touch of differ- 
ence) and just as good natured; 
there are crowds and life, there is no 
lack of comfort, and you feel 
pretty much at home, 

It is very much the same ona 
journey through other parts of Euro- 
pean Russia, The railroads are well 
built and well equipped, better con- 
structed on the average than the 
railroads of the United States, as 
far as they go, but not anywhere 
near extensive enough to serve Rus- 
sia even now. The cities you: find 
are ‘all modern - and busy, even to 
those away down in the regions bor- 
dering the Black Sea and the Cas- 
pian. 

The traveller secs also much finer 
agricultural development than he 
has preconceived.

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Permits for Settlers’ Fires 


Legislation Is Urgently Needed in 
Several Provinces 


Every province of Canada has 
learned by bitter experience the en- 
ormous destruction of forest wealth 
that follows the unregulated burning 
of debris resulting from settlers’ 
clearing operations. Owing to their 
proximity to the virgin forest, these 
clearing fires, when set out during 
dry times, or with insufficient super- 
vision, spread in many cases beyond 
control, and have caused the destruc- 
tion of millions of dollars worth of 
timber, which otherwise would have 


furnished employment for Canad- 
ians and raw material for Canadian 
industries. 


In British Columbia, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova _ Scotia, laws 
have been enacted for the control of 
this menace, by forbidding the set- 
ting out of clearing fires except on 
permit signed by a forest officer. A 
similar provision will no doubt be 
considered by the Ontario Govern- 
ment this°winter, There still remain, 
for similar consideration, the prairie 
provinces, Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, The northern  por- 
tions of these provinces are largely 
in forest, and vast areas must always 
remain unsuited to any other pur- 
pose than the growing of timber. The 
forest reserves already established in 
these provinces total some 33,226 
square miles. Many times more tim- 
ber has been uselessly destroyed by 
fire than has ever been cut, The re- 
maining depleted resources are urg- 
ently needed for local consumption, 
with limited export possibilities, in 
addition. Forestry officers state that} 
the greatest damage to the forest re- 
serves is through fires which origin- 
ated outside them, and that the most 
important single source of such fires 
is the unregulated clearing operations 
of settlers in the vicinity of the re- 
serves, 

This demonstrates that the provin- 
cial governments of Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba should enact 
legislation providing for the control 
of settlers’ burning operations, in 
forest sections, under the permit 
system, as has been done in other 
provinces, While general legislation 
would be highly desirable, and amply 
justified, the most urgent immediate 
need would be met by making the 
Reems system effective throughout a 
elt of from three to six miles wide, 
along the exterior boundaries of the 
forest reserves.

Casualties in the War 


British Army Learns That It Is Not 

—~ Necessary to Become Marks 

In modern warfare the question of 
casualties is the foremost problem of 
the rival commanders-in-chief, But 
all losses in an engagement must be 
weighed relatively, and there are as 
many standards as there are armies. 


The battle of the Marne, one of 
the decisive battles of all times, set 
a high standard in casualties. Be- 
fore the present war, which has 
made all past conflicts pygmean_ in 
comparison, losses were viewed in 
an entirely different light. 


During the fiercest ot the Somme 
fighting the casualties in one week 
undoubtedly exceeded the total 
losses in the entire Franco-Prus- 
sian war, but the Allies considered 
the price they paid for their gains 
reasonable. Against their losses 
they balanced their territorial gains, 
their capture of prisoners, guns and 
ammunition, and German casualties, 
On the other hand, Crown Prince 
Rupprecht had to seek satisfaction in 
the thought that the Allies’ casual- 
ties exceeded his own. 


If the Allics had decided to push 
right on to the Bapaume-Peronne 
road in the first three weeks of the 
Somme offensive they probably |} 
could have done so. Nothing would 
have pleased the general staft of the 
German army more than to have Sir

Very exhaustive experiments have 
been carried out by William Gil- 
bert, a native of Colchester, and a

’ published in the year 1600, re- 
tateg a great variety of electrical ex- 
periments, which were allied in na- 
ture to the properties possessed by 
amber, He has disclosed several of 
the substances which had these pe- 
culiar properties of attracting ake

Amber was used by the ancient 
world as a jewel for decoration. Its 
color and lustre reminded the fanci- 
ful Greeks of the virgin gold which 
glistened in the hands of Pactolus, 
even as the brilliant metal itself had 
recalled to them the yellow sun- 
shine. Afterwards they applied the 
same name to the compounds of 
metals which, when burnished, have 
a golden glow. 

They were all children of the sun 
“Elector” — reflecting in miniature 
its radiance. Thus in common with 
native gold and the silver-gold al- 
loys, the amber, in Hellenic speech, | 
came to be called “Elektron.” 


Dr. Gilbert has found various other 
substances capable of attracting 
light bodies when rubbed, similar to 
the remarkakic property of amber, 
which he called “Electrics.” Ever 
since his time the name “Electricity” 
has been employed to denote the 
characteristic property possessed by 
these substances and all the other 
inanifestations of a similar nature 
with which we are all more or less 
familiar today.

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An Explanation of How. the Increase 
in Value Is Brought About 


I am a bushel of wheat. I was 
born in the province of Saskatche- 
wan, Canada, in the year of grace, 
1916. In the process of reaching ma- 
turity I spent many sunny, showery 
or windy days, and nights some- 
times cool, sometimes cold. 1 was 
harvested and thrashed by a farmer, 
assisted by soldiers, and subsequent- 
ly transported and stored in a great 
elevator at Fort William, At a later 
date I was shot through a stcel tube 
with a quantity of wheat like myself 
into the steel hold of a vessel and 
transported through cool waterways 
to Montreal, where I was again 
transferred through another elevator 
to a larger steamer, and Sey 
delivered into store at Liverpool 
remember it being said while we per- 
formed this journcy that there was 
the danger of being torpedoed and 
sunk, but our protection seems to 
have been ample, as we safely reach- 
ed port. 

y next experience was that of be- 
ing ground through rolls and sifted 
and carried and sifted through a vast 
scheme of machinery until I was fin- 
ally shot in a new form, the most 
beautiful swan-like flour, into a bag 
and carried thence to the baker's and 
turned into loaves of snow-white 
bread with shiny brown crusts, A 
shop-keeper next handed me over to 
a woman, who said her husband and 
two sons had gone to the war, and 
that the sole means of support of 
herself and five young children was 
the allowance made to her by the 
Government. Prior to the war she 
said she had enjoyed with her fam- 
ily moderate comfort, as her husband 
had a_ tidy little business and her 
sons were well employed. She lam- 
ented the fact that I cost so much, 
and could not understand why this 
should be so when there seemed to 
be plenty of wheat and other food to 
supply the wants of all.

of October. My owner, the farmer, 
sold me through a grain broker to a

he farmer received this price, less 
the broker’s charge of one cent per 
bushel. Now I began to have an ac- 
tive experience. ‘The grain dealers 
sold me to a cattleman at $1.12; the 
cattleman to a druggist at $1.15. The 
druggist sold me to a doctor at $1.20, 
and I passed back and forth between 
a variety of owners (who did not 
know each other) through an inter- 
mediary called a broker, who receiv- 
ed each time I was transferred one- 
eighth of a cent for the transfer, 

{ have been owned in the last three 
months, in addition to the owners 
mentioned above, by country store- 
keepers, coal merchants, elevator

Climate Less Severe 
What Study of Larger Glaciers in! 
B. C. Has Revealed 
Dr. Charles D. Walcott, secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution, and 
Mrs. Walcott have just returned to 
Washington after several montlis’; 
field work in Canada, Accompanied 
by only a packer and cook, they 
spent most of the summer and earl 
fall on the continental divide, whieh 
forms the boundary line between Al- 
berta and British Columbia, south of | 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, study- 

ing the 
the fossil remains of the earliest ani- 
mal life. 

Owing to the heavy snowfall of! 
the previous wintcr, and the fact that 
most of the geological formations 
which they wished to examine were 
in the deep snow about the timber 
line, little progress was made in July. 
In August, however, sections were 
examined and measured i in the Mount 
Assiniboine region, and from there 
northwest to the celebrated Kicking ! 
Horse pass, where the Canadian Pa-| 
cific Railway has bored a double loop | 
through the mountain in order to ob- 
tain a feasible grade on the western 
side of the pass. 

Some years ago Dr, Walcott found 
a remarkable fossil fauna in boulders 
which had been carried into Kicking 
Horse canyon by glaciers that have 
long since disappeared, This season 
he located the source of these bould- 
ers high up in the mountain cirque, 
where a portion of what must have 
been a great hanging glacier is still! 
active, 

Mrs. Walcott, formerly Miss Mary 
Vaux, of Philadelphia, who has stud- 
ied glaciers for several years, and is 
well known as an Alpinist, visited 
Glacier, British Columbia, where she 
measured the position of two large 
peclcry: and determined that the 

ont ice foot in each case had re- 
treated at the rate of 100 fect a year 
during the past two years, Steel 
plates were placed on the ice on the 
present surveyed boundary lines. The 
plates will be buried beneath the 
winter’s Snows, but, since their posi- 
tions are relatively low as to alti-} 
tude, the snow will be melted off next 
summer, and their locations then will! 
indicate the amount of forward flow 
of ice during the year. Mrs. Wal- 
cott’s studies prove that the ice has | 
been steadily retreating during the! 
past six years. Her measurements 
agree with observations made in AI- 
aska, and indicate that the climate is 
not as severe on the Pacific side 


of the continent as it was a decade| 


ago. 

During the field work a large num- 
ber of photographs were taken, in- 
cluding a dozen or more panoramic | 
views, exposures being made on con- 
tinuous films of eight feet in length. 
Besides being of great scenic interest 
these photographs form valuable pic- 
torial records showing the general 
localities visited and definite loca- 
tions of certain strata and fossil 
beds.

|France Gives Proofs 
Of German Cruelty 


Mistreatment of French Prisoners Is 
Described in Report 


The case of the French Govern: 
ment against Germany in regard to 
*he alleged mistreatinent of French 
prisoners of war is set out in detail 
in a volume of one hundred pages 
{which has just been issued and which 
| Will be distributed abroad. The book 
sums up reports of the Spanish Em- 
‘bassy in Berlin, of delegates from 
the International Red Cross Society 
who visited German prison cainps, of 
doctors and nurses who were intern- 
ed in these camps, and of testimony 
| given under oath by crippled soldiers 
| Who have returned to France. The 
volume includes photographs receiy- 
led from private sources and sketches 
;from German illustrated papers, 


The French Government contends 
[bee the following accusations have 
been proved: “Theft from French 
j prisoners; killing of wounded prison- 
| ers; execution without formality of 
civilians arrested on the pretext of 
sniping; transportation of prisoners 
in foul cattle cars with healthy, sick 
and wounded crowded together indis- 
criminately without food or medte- 
ine; insults and violence to prisoners 
by German soldiers on their arrival 
in Germany; attacks upon French 
prisoners by women at Erfurt with 
knives, sickles and scythes, tolerated 
j by the escort; spitting upon and 
whipping of prisoners by civilians, 
kicking of prisoners by young Ger- 
man recruits as they filed etd 
Torgau; great ravages in nearly al 
prison camps by tuberculosis devel- 
oped by neglect of most elementary 
|hygienic precautions; spread of ty- 
phus among. British and French pris- 
oners by mixing them with infected 
Russians; general prevalence of rheu- 
matism in all prison camps as_ the 
result of dampness; enforced labor 
of prisoners of war on military works 
such as trench digging, manufacture 
of arms and munitions; insufficient 
food, shelter and clothing. 

| Photographs of German camps arte 
offered to show the prisoners in mid- 
winter with only tents or dugouts for 
shelter, It is charged that during the 
first winter in Germany large num- 
bers of Prisoners were obliged to 
dig themselves into the ground for 
shelter or to construct mud huts, and 
the Spanish Ambassador is quoted in 
|support of this accusation. It is ad- 
}mitted that some improvements on 
these conditions have been made in 
certain camps, 

In regard to the question of nour- 
‘ishment, French surgeons and nurses 
| who have returned to France after 
periods of captivity in Germany re- 
|port that the insufficiency of food, 
!coupled with other privations, has re- 
sulted in the spread of tuberculosis 
and other diseases such as erysipelas, 


| 


scarlatina and gastritis. The latter 
sicknesses are reported~- to be very 
|frequent in the camps of interned 
leivilians, and particularly among 
children. 

| Crippled soldiers returning to 


France from the camps of Laneen- 
salza, Cassel-Viederwehren and Wit- 
tenberg report that Russian prison- 
ers carrying typhus contagion were 
scattered through these camps, start- 
jing an epidemic. 

The section of the book which 
deals with the enforced labor of the 
prisoners of war charges that 1,500 
French prisoners were forced to work 
in the Krupp Works at Essen. Scv- 
eral thousand, it is also asserted, 
were sent to Courland province in 
Russia, where they were employed 
jin building strategic railroads, In 
}some munition factories Frenchmen 
were compelled to work, it is alleged, 
jfrom 4 o'clock in the morning until 
8 o'clock in the evening.

Saluting the Quarter-Deck 


Ancient Naval Custom Which Is 
Rigidly Adhered To 


One of the first things taught the 
naval recruit before Ite goes on board 
his ship is that he must “salute the 
quarter deck” when passing on to it 
when on board, and that he must 
salute at the gangway as he passes 
on board his ship at any time, whe- 
ther from a boat or direct from the 
shore, 

This is an ancient custom and is 
carried out by every officer and man 
whether he be the commander-in- 
chief in his own flagship or the ship 
cook’s youngest boy assistant. 

It survives from the time when a 
statue of the Blessed Virgin — or a 


| Crucifix — was in prominence near 


the quarter deck of every ship when 
the sailors “uncovered” their heads 
as they passed, Civilians and soldiers

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No More Zuyder Zee 


The Dutch Government Proposes to 
Drain Big Body of Water 


It looks as if the world is to have 
one sea less. The Dutch Government 
propose to drain the Zuyder Zee and 
to shut it off by a dyke running from 
the North Holland coast to the Fri- 
Sian coast. 

The sea, which is very shallow, and 
is 70 miles long and from 10 to 45 
niles broad, was in the time of the 
Romans covered with forests and 
was a royal hunting ground. 

In 1170 came the great flood 
known in Dutch history as the “All 
Saints’ Day Flood,” The sea swept 
over the land, covered the forests, 
engulfed towns and cities, and 
drowned thousands of people. More 
floods followed in 1237 and 1250, and 
by 1410 the Zuyder Zee had assuim- 
ed practically its present proportions. 

When the sea is drained one of Me 
show places of Holland will disap- 
pear in the Island of Marken, The 
fisher folk here all wear the old na- 
tional costume. 

Most of the houses are constructed 
from the timbers of old boats, and 
many are built on piers, the floors 
of the houses being 10 to 15 feet from 
the ground, The work of draining 
the Zee will take 15 years, at an in- 
clusive cost of about $45,000,000,
